‘The traverse position is tised for crossing the 
slope, Since it is quite difficult to hold the 
snowplow position for any length of time, the 
traverse position is used more extensively. 


In the traverse position, the skis are parallel 
and quite close together. Most of the weight is 
on the downhill ski, The uphill ski, knee, hip, 
and shoulder are slightly advanced, 


To keep most of the weight on the downhill 
ski, the downhill shoulder is dropped over the 


downhill ski. 


The knees and ankles 


are slightly flexed for- 


ward with poles held at the sides and pointed 


behind the skier, 


As the skict moves across the slope horizon- 
tally at a slight downhill angie, the skis are 
‘on their uphill edges, so that the direction of 
motion is exactly the same as that in which the 


skis point. If this is true, thers should not be 
any sideslipping.
